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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the subject application. In 
response to the Office Action mailed 6/3/04, Applicant is filing this response. 

In the Office Action mailed 6/3/04, the Examiner has rejected claims 1-43 either 
under 35 U.S.C. §101 as claiming the same invention as that of U.S. Patent 6,633,936 or 
under a judicially created doctrine of double patenting. 

Applicant submits that the Examiner has not received or reviewed the preliminary 
amendment filed on 7/29/03. At the time of the filing of the subject application on 
7/29/03, a preliminary amendment was also submitted, canceling the original claims 1-43 
and adding new claims 44-70. Accordingly, the rejections in the current office action are 
based on previously canceled claims. 

In the listing of claims above. Applicant has noted the current status of the claims. 
Accordingly, if the Examiner has not canceled claims 1-43 and entered claims 44-70, 
Applicant requests the Examiner to do so now. Applicant submits that claims 44-70 
distinguish over the patented claims of 6,633,936 and, therefore, requests the Examiner to 
withdraw both double-patenting rejections. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests for the allowance of pending claims 

44-70.
